RIVERSIDE ORANGE GROWERS IN COUNCIL 
The Question of How to Dispose of Their (rep — 
Proposals Keccived from Sae Francisce 


Commitioe of Safet). 


Oorrespeadence of the Trams. | 

Riverape, Cal, Dec. 8.—On Satar- 
day last we were successful in scaling 
one of the mountains that engirt the 
Santa Ana Valley, and found an emi- 
vence that affords peculiar advantages 
for taking a birdseye view. Looking 
toward the North, Colton, eight miles 
distant, could be eu apparantly rest- 
ing at the base of the mountain of lime- 
stone. Seemingly bat a few steps be- 
youd, bat in reality three miles further 
north, the trees, house-tops and steeples 
of Sen Bernardino rear their beads. 
The San Bernardino range bounds this 
valley on the vorth about ten miles from 
San Bernardino, and on one of these 
mountains, at au altitude of over 2 000 
feet, is a large bare spot on the mount- 
ain side, which so closely resembles an 
Indian arrow head that it has become a 
landmark to the people of the valley, and 
is called the “Indian Arrow Head.” 
The Arrow Head is clearly outlined 
even now, for it covers a space of more 
then eight acres in extent. Directly 
under it is a large white dot which we 
know to be the hotel at the Hot Springs. 
Northeast of this point and aboat one 
quarter of the distance up the monun- 
tain side, on a bench, are some in- 
significant looking specks which are the 
homes of the colonists of Redlands. 
The roads in the valley look like yellow 
threads and appear to run into the 
mountains aud stop. But that one ex- 
tending south leads out to Temes- 
0 and down to Chino ranch 
The one that runs east with a 
fork to the right would, if followed on 
the right, take you to Pinacarte, and 
the line running straight east into the 
mountains would bring you to Elsinore. 
To the west you would have a bright 
jourary, for if you followed that thread 
you would reach Cucamongo, Ontario, 
Pomona and the fair metropolis of 
Southern Califothia— Los Angeles 
Immediately below us the stores and 
residences, the vineyards and great 
orange groves of Riverside are clus 
tered. Green cypress hedges iostead of 
fences separate the different demesnes, 
and as the city is symmetrically platted, 
is fair in its proportions, and the trees 
aod vines are generally eqaidistant in 
the groves and vineyards, the har 
mony is remarkable, and from 
this eminence Riverside looks like « 
large and beautiful park. This compre- 
hensive view enabling us to see the 
ranging mountains, some of them snow 
crowned, the distant towns and the oasis 
Riverside under us, presents in the 
bright warm sunlight a fine landscape. 
Yet while possessing interest as « pic- 
ture it does not, in a general way, ac- 
quaint us with the devious ways of the 
people. To learn particulars we must 
leave this elevation and mingle among 
them 


Doing so we see a number of the 
orange growers of Riverside going into 
the pavilion, and, janing them, find that 
a meeting is to be held to consider the 
feasibility ot establishing a branch com- 
mia&ion house here to handle the pro- 
ducts of Riverside, and especially the 
orange crop. At 3:30 p. m. there are 
about fifty orange growers present, and 
the meeting is called to order. Mr. A 
Kieth is chairman, and W. A Spaulding 
secretary. Mr. G. W. Garceion, of the 
committee appointed to correspond with 
commission houses and get proposals, 
submitted a report which embraced 
propositions made by Hixon, Justi & 
Co, of San Francisco; Hemenway & 
Co., of St. Paul, Minn., and the River- 
side Fruit Company, and Newberry, 
Majors & Co., of Riverside. 
firms all demanded 10 per cent. of the 
receipts as commissions. Hixon, Jasu 
& Co could not handle R verside or- 
anges exclusively, but Hemenway 4 Co. 
and the others offered to make them a 
specialty. Both the St. Pani and den 
— house desired that producers 
contract to sell them 25,000 and 50,000 
boxes of oranges, providing the crop 
holds out. The committee did not ad- 
vise in favor of any house, but recom- 
mended that producers combine as 
much as possible so as to prevent com- 
petition among themselves. 

The discussion which followed the 
adoption of the report was character- 
ized by dissension so marked and vari- 
ous that it soon becdme evident that no 
joint action would be taken. Several 
exptpased themselves in favor of respec- 
tive firms, and pledged themselves to 
sell to a particular house if others 
would join, but this proved ineffectual. 
The prevailing opinion was that if al! 
should join and sell to one house it 
bring the entire crop on 
the market at the same time 
—the most unfavorable, perhaps— 
and at the same place, and thus glut 
the market, besides giving the preferred 
house advantages which might not be 
used in the interest of sellers. 

Mr. Bettner stated that be had writ- 
ten Mr. Gray, General Agent of the B. 
P. R R Co., asking what rates wonld 
be given for freight, and received ‘s 
reply saying bis letter was held under 
advisement, and inquiring what price 
producers were willing to pay. A voice, 
„Hor much will it bear?“ r. Bettner 
said he answered they were willing 
to pay $150 . car. (This excited great 
laughter) And Mr. Gray had replied, 
that price could not be thought of, bat 
intimated that it would probably be 
$250 per car, the same as last year, but 
with reduced time for transportation — 
srobably 9 days from Colton to St. 
— or Chicago. 

Mr. Hemenway, senior member of 
the St Paul firm, was c lied. He re- 
sponded and said he could not say what 
prices they woul pay, as that would de- 
pend upon the market. But he be- 
lieved oranges could be sold for more in 
2 Faul than in any other market. 
Prices are generally higher there than 
in Chicago, — St. Paul is usually 
supplied from Chicago. His firm would 
make a specialty of Riverside oranges 
and other products, and would send men 
into towns to solicit orders and work up 
custom. 

Judge Brown suggested that the or- 
anges be packed by the car, every box 
bearing a trade mark, and in cities like. 
Kansas City, St. Paul, and CObicago, 
have one house handle them. Might 
use the men spoken of here, t 
let it be controlled in Riverside. In 
reply to the question whether he would 
favor a joint stock company for this 
purpose, he said: Les, if all will join 
so as to have uniformity.” 

The plan of letting the Riverside 
Fruit Company do the business was 
then advocated. It was stated that 
they would handle them through W. T. 
Coleman & Co. of San Francisco. Ren- 
ator Johnson hereupon remarked that 
any man who wats to sell to the com- 
pany (Riverside Frait Co.) will, and 
those who want to sell to others will do 
40, and left, followed by « majority of 
those present, which practically put an 
end to the meeting. No vote was taken 
on any of the propositions, and after a 
little more talk, the meeting adjourned 
sine die.

to night, December 6, in Judge Con- 
way s office jo organize'a committee of 
safety, and ended with these words: 
“Too many horse thieves around. 
Visions of vigilantes lynch law, horse 
thieves hanging high, wounded sher- 
ifs, and ballets fiylog thick and fast, 
crowded up aud suggested a sensation 
to write up. No one seemed to know 
anything about the matter, however. 
Bat when the meeting was called we 
were among the crowd. There were 
thirty men present and about twenty- 
five of them were ranchers who are 
horse owners and live on the cut- 
skirts af the settlement. Ore of 
the company acted as spokesman and 
called the meeting to order and stated 
that the object was to organize a Com- 
mittee of Safety, because so many 
horses were being stoleg that it was 
suspected that the place was 
infested by the same gang of horse 
thieves who operated around here four 
years ago o present were then 
called ow to state their grievances, and 
it appeared from the statements of 
several who are victims that within « 
very recent period two saddles and five 
horses had disappeared under suspicious 
circumstances. One man's horse 
vanished the preceeding night. A ten 
who have had experience in safety 
committees, or, iu other words, as 
Vigilantes, were called upon to explain 
the modus operandi of dealing with 
horse thieves. One said the best way 
was to appornt a Captain and have 
the others obey bis orders, as 
this saved the county the expense 
of lawsuits, and enabled them to work 
effectively. The suggestion was acted 
upon and a committee appointed to draft 
rules soon brought in the following 
“A committee of five be appointed to 
take action in any cape that may come 
before them that said committee ap- 
point ove of their number captain; that 
the captain appoint two lieutepants, and 
that members of the association agree 
to follow all orders that they may re- 
ceive from the captain ey then 
held a secret meeting and organized, ap 
pointed officers, levied assessments and 
made arran ve ments for beginning work. 
This movement is ominous, the men are 
deeply in earnest, as they feel that un- 
lems they proceed vigorously their horses 
wil! be run off and they let to make 
terme with the thieves 

Four years ago 8 gang of Mex- 
jcans——native Californians—-having a 
thorough knowledge of the Hun- 
try around here, utilized the facili- 
ties which it offers for this business 
Their system was to run a horse off and 
hide it in some caéon in the mountains, 
and if a sufficiently large reward was 
offered for its return, then some Mexi- 
ean belonging to the gang would start 
out aml fad the borse for the owner. 
But if the inducement was lacking they 
would run the bares through passes in 
the mountaius and down into Mexico 
and sell them. Or sometimes they 
would meet a part of the gang that op- 
erated in Arnzona and other places east 
of the range aud exchange horses with 
them and bring those they received 
here to sell. It is believed that this 
same gang ix at work pow. A mem 
ber of the Committee of Safety said 
that when bunting for bie horses a few 
days ago he struck « place up the Santa 
Ana river where some Meticans bad 
quite a band of horses. He thinks the 
place must be a rendezvous, and if the 
horses should be driven up and a de- 
scription taken of them they might be 
found to be horses that were advertised 
for in places cast of the mountains. 

Later in the evening we met Mr. E. 
K. Skeliey, resident member of the firm 
of Griffin & Shelley, wholesale shippers 
of Riverside fruite. He said that he 
had just shipped e box of oranges to 
Mike De Young of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, and that it was the first 
shipped from Riverside this season. In 
reply to a question, he stated that he 
considered 150,000 boxes a low estimate 
of the top of oranges here this year. 
The crop, he said, is fine, the oranges 
being bricht colored, thin skinned, free 
from smut and of about the right size 
for dealers. The Navele especially are 
fine end will run 150 to the box, while 
tne seedlings are quite small and will 
rup from 200 to 300 oranges per box. 
The skin of the seedlings this year 
is os thin as that of the pa- 
rinds or St. Michaels, while last 


year they were thick skinned and ro er 


large that dealers could not handle 
them with profit,

Monday, but added that were unripe 
and have not the sweet flavor of River 
side oranges. 
shipment was not caleuinted to 
enhance the reputation of Riverside, 
which Mr. Skelley answered by sayin 
that there was a demand for these, — 
the reputation of Riverside oranges is 
too well established to suffer from this, 
and when they are ripe and regular ship- 
ments are made they will speak for 
themselves. He opined that strong 
shipments will be made in January and 
February, but that the balk of the crop

as The Question of flow to Dispose of Their (rey 


Proposals Received from das Francisco 
and Paul—Orgaaization of a 
Commitioe of Safety. 


Correspondence of the 

Riversrpe, Cal, Dec. 8.—On Satur- 
day last we were successful in scaling 
one of the mountains that engirt the 
Santa Ana Valley, and found an emi- 
pence that affords peculiar advantages 
for taking a birdseye view. Looking 
toward the North, Colton, eight miles 
distant, could be seen apparantly rest- 
ing at the base of the mountain of lime- 
stone. Seemingly bat a few steps be- 
youd, bat in reality three miles further 
north, the trees, house-tops and steeples 
of San Bernardino rear their beads. 
The San Bernardino range bounds this 
valley on the vorth about ten miles from 
San Bernardino, and on one of these 
mountains, at an altitude of over 2 000 
feet, is a large bare spot on the mount- 
ain side, which so closely resembles an 
Indian arrow head that it has become a 
landmark to the people of the valley, and 
ie called the *‘Indian Arrow Head.“ 
The Arrow Head is clearly outlined 
even now, for it covers a space of more 
then eight acres in extent. Directly 
under it is a large white dot which we 
know to be the hotel at the Hot Springs. 
Northeast of this point and about one- 
quarter of the distance up the moun- 
tain side, on a ‘‘bench,”’ are some in- 
significant looking specks which are the 
homes of the colonists of Redlands. 
The roads in the valley look like yellow 
threads to run into the 
mountains and stop. Bat that one ex- 
tending south leads out to Temes- 
cal down to Chino ranch. 
The one that runs cast with a 
fork to the right would, if followed on 
the right, take you to Pinacarte, and 
the line running straight east into the 
mountains would bring you to Elsinore. 
To the west you would have a bright 
jouru y, for if you followed that thread 
you would reach Cacamongo, Ontario, 
Pomona and the fair metropolis of 
Southern California— Los Angeles. 
Immediately below us the stores and 
residences, the vineyards and great 
orange groves of Riverside are clus- 

Green cypress hedges instead of 

fences separate the different demesnes, 
and as the city is symmetrically platted, 
is fair in its proportions, and the trees 
and vines are generally eqaidistant iu 
the groves aud vineyards, the bar 
mony is remarkable, and from 
this eminence Riverside looks like a 
large and beautiful park. This compre- 
hensive view enabling us to see the 
ranging mountains, some of them snow 
crowned, the distant towns and the oasis 
Riverside under us, presents in the 
bright warm sunlight a fine landscape. 
Yet while possessing interest as „ pic- 
ture it does not, in a general way, ac- 
quaint us with the devious ways of the 
people. To learn particulars we must 
leave this elevation and mingle among 
them 


Doing so we see a number of the 
orange growers of Riverside going into 
the pavilion, and, joining them, find that 
a meeting is to be held to consider the 
feasibility ot establishing a branch com- 
mission house here to handle the pro- 
dacts of Riverside, and especially the 
orange crop. At 3:30 p. m. there are 
about fifty orange growers present, and 
the meeting is called to r. Mr. A 
Kieth is chairman, and W. A Spaulding 
secretary. Mr. G. W. Garcelon, of the 
committee appointed to correspond with 
commission houses and get proposals, 
submitted a report which embraced 
propositions made by Hixon, Justi & 
Con, of Ban Francisco; Hemenway & 
Co., of St. Paul, Minn, and the River- 
side Fruit Company, and Newberry, 

rside. These 


firms all demanded 10 per cent. of the 
receipts as commissions. Hixon, Jusu 
& Co could not handle R verside or- 
anges exclasively, but Hemenway 4 Co. 
and the others offered to make them a 
specialty. Both the St. Paul and Sap 
rancisco house desired that producers 
contract to sell them 25,000 and 50,000 
boxes of oranges, providing the cro 
holds out. The committee did not ad- 
vise in favor of any house, but recom- 
mended that producers combine as 
much as possible so as — prevent com- 
tion among themselves. 
de discussion which followed the 
of the report was character- 
ized by dissension so marked and vari- 
ous that it soon became evident that no 
joint action would be taken. Several 
expressed the tusel ves in favor of respeo- 
tive firms, and pledged themselves to 
sell to @ icular house if others 
would join, but this proved ineffectual. 
The prevailing opinion was that if a!! 
should join and sell to one house it 
might bring the entire crop on 
the market at the same time 
—the most unfavorabie, — 
and at the same place, and thus glut 
the market, besides giving the preferred 
house advantages which t not be 
used in the interest of sellers. 

Mr. Bettner stated that be had writ- 
ten Mr. Gray, General Agent of the 8. 
P. R R. Co., asking what rates would 
be given for freight, and received a 
reply saying his letter was held under 
advisement, and inquiring ert price 

roducers were willing to pay. A voice, 
much will it bear“ Bettner 
said be answered they were willing 
to pay $150 acar. (This excited great 
laughter.) And Mr. Gray had replied, 
that price could not be thought of, bat 
intimated that it would probably be 
$250 per car, the same as last year, bu 
with reduced time for transportation — 

robably 9 days from Colton to St. 
— or Chicago. 

Mr. Hemenway, senior member of 

the St Paul firm, was c lied. © re- 


sponded and said he could not say what 


prices they woul pay, as that would de- 
pend upon the market. But 
lieved oranges could be sold for more in 
St. Paul than in any otber market. 
Prices are erally higher there than 
in Chicago, — St. Paul is usually 
supplied from Chicago. His firm would 
make a specialty of Riverside oranges 
and other products, and would send men 
into towns to solicit orders and work up 
custom. 

Ju Brown suggested that the or- 
anges packed by the car, every box 
bearing a trade mark, and iu cities like 
Kansas City, St. Paul, and CObicago, 
have one house handle them. Might 
use the men spoken of here, t 
let it be controlled in Riverside. In 
reply to the question whether he would 
favor @ joint stock company for this 
purpose, he said: Les, if all will join 
#0 as to have uniformity.” 

The plan of letting the Riverside 
Frait Company do the business was 
then advocated. It was stated that 
they would handle them through W. T. 
Coleman & Co. of San Francisco. Ben- 
ator Johnson hereupon remarked that 
„any man who wahts to sell to the com- 
pany (Riverside Fruit Co.) will, and 
those who want to sel! to others will do

One of 
the company acted as kesman and 
called the meeting to and stated 
that the object was to organize a Com- 
mittee of Safety, because so many 
horses were being stoleg that it was 
suspected that the place was 
infested by the same gang of horse— 
thieves who operated around here four 
years ago dee present were then 
called on to state their grievances, and 
it sppeared from the statements 
several who are victims that within « 
very recent period two saddles and five 
horses had disappeared under suspicious 
circumstances. One man's horse had 
vanished the preceding night. A few 
who have had experience in safety 
committees, or, in other words, as 
Vigilantes, were called upon to explain 
the modus operandi of dealing with 
horse-thieves. One said the best way 
was to appoint a Captain and have 
the others obey his orders, as 
this saved the county the expense 
of lawsuits, and enabled them to work 
effectively. The suggestion was acted 
upon and a committee appointed to draft 
rules soon brought in the following: 
“A committee of five be appointed to 
take action in any case that may come 
before them; that said committee ap- 
point one of their number captain; that 
the captain appoint two lientevants, and 
that members of the agree 
to follow all orders that they may re- 
ceive from the captain ey then 
held a secret meeting and organized, ap.

Discussion at the Board of Trade 
Rooms Last Night. 


REMARKS OF MR. JOSEPH D. LYNCH. 


His Views Somewhat Biased by Partisan Preju- 
dice le reits What Has Been Done, But 
Suggests No Kemedy—The “Times” is 
Competied io Suggest u for Him. 

From the Times of Thursday} 

There was a special meeting of the 
"Los Angeles Board of Trade beld at the 
Board of Trade rooms last night for the 
purpose of listening to the discussion of 
our silver interest by Mr. J. D. Lynch 
editor of the Herald. The rooms were 
well filled by the leading bankers and 
merchants of the city, and the interest 
manifested was such as invariably pre- 
vails when a commercial people begin 
to realize that « conspiracy against « 
growing industry is materializing. The 
speeches were earnest and the discus- 
sion should reach the many who could 
not attend. 

Previous to the special programme 
some unfinished business was taken up 
and disposed of. President Gibson 
named as a Committee on I u, in 
pursuance to an order of the Board at 
the last meeting, the following named 
gentlemen: J. M. Griffith, L. J. Rose, 
Abbott Kinney, Benjamin Dreyfus and 
J. E. Hollenbeck. 

The President announced that the 
object of the meeting was to listen to a 
discussion of the silver interest by Mr. 
Lynch and nominated the Hon. E. F. 
Spence, of the First National Bank, as 
Chairman. Mr. Spence was elected, 
took the chair and introduced the 
speaker of the evening. 

Mr. Lynch began by referring to the 
im portance of the silver interest to the 
people of the United States and es- 
— to the mountain States and 

erritories, as well as to the entire 
world. He spoke of the resources of 
Southern Californiain precious metals 
and tbe facility with which those metals 
could be mined. He regarded Los An 
geles as the center of What some day 
would be a new State witb this city as its 
capital. Mining constituted a 
portion of our wealth and must of ne- 
cessity concern all. He regarded it 
portant that the matter be thoroughly 
discussed that it might be understood 
by every one. 

A CONSPTRACY AGAINST SILVER. 

Silver bas been the subject of attack 
for many years. Back as far as 1868, 
Mr. Lynch contended, conspi 8 
among Wall street kings and — 
ment officers had been formed to crowd 
mlver from the currency of this country 
to evable them to enrich themselves by 
tinkering with the single standard. 
Secretary McCulloch recommended the 
stoppage of silver coinage, and Presi- 
dent Arthur in his message had ap- 
proved the recommendation. The 
speaker then followed up with a brief 
history of the opposition to silver from 
1868 to the nt reserving the major 
part of his invective for John Sherman, 
ho permitted Wall street to control 
him. In refusing to permit the bonded

The Present Silver Situation. 

There is no question likely to come 
before Congress during the present ses- 
sion of greater interest to the Pacific 
States and Territories than this silver 
question under discussions. Should 
the gold bags of the East succeed im 
their present fight, the wing indus- 
try that hes done so much to wake Cal- 
itornia, Nevada, Colorado and the Ter- 
ritories what they are will be dragged 
into the dust and rendered compara- 
tively profitiess.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


Interview With the Examiner of the 
Civil Service Commission. 


WHAT HAS BEEN ACCOMPLISHED. 


A Session to be Held here To-Day—Objects of 
the Civil-Service Law—The Methods 
of Kiamisatioa 

— — 
From the Darmy of Wednes lay. 

Mr. Cherles Lyman, Chief Exaniner of 
the United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion, Washington, D. C., arrived in this 
city yesterday, and will hold an examina- 
tion at the Normal School this morning, 
commencing at 10 o'clock. According to 
the law he will be assisted by Postmaster 
Dunkelberger and two of the chief clerks 
of the Postoffice. All desiring to compete 
should be present at 9:30a.m. A reporter 
of the Tus met Mr. Lyman at the St. 
Elmo Hotel last evening and hades brief 
conversation with tim concetuing the 
work of the Oommisdion--its objects and 
What has been accomplished. 

The law generally known as the Civil 
Bevice law, said Mr. Lyman, was enti- 
tled an act to regulate and improve the 
Civil Service of the Government. It 
passed 16th, 1883, and 
Went into ee July 16th, 1483. The law 
provided for a Civil Service Commission 
and for epen competitive examinations 
for admission to the classified Civil Ser- 
vice. The classified Civil Service is di- 
vided into three branches: First—classified 
Departmental service. This embraces 
classified positions in the Executive De- 
partmehts at Washington in the Patent 
Office, War Department, etc. 

Second Classified Customs Service. 
This ineludes the elerical force in all those 
custom houses where the number of em- 
ployes is fifty or over, and tekes in only 
eleven cities—New York, San Francisco 
Boston, Philadelphia, ete. 

““Third—Classified Postal Service, in- 
cluding clerical places ſu postoffices where 
there are fifty or more employes. 

“Phe present werk of the Commission 
does not extend beyond the above three 
fields of Governmental service, but the 
President can extend the examination to 
other de pac tients at lis

There have been many suggestions 
and plans for paving the streets, and 
now I wil) sek to be permitted to offer 
a few more, which seems to have been 
omitted in the general query. If the 
stone pavement which is spoken of, 18 
the Russ pavement, that has been 
used but in one city of the United 
States, and on one street only, Broad- 
way, New York; and it is the only one 
which has been found to stand the 
wear. It is the one with which the 
city of Paris is paved, and is entirely 
tho costly for this town. If it is the 
“cobble pavement,” that has been 
foand very durable, but so rough and 
noisy a8 to be regarded a nuisance and 
done away with in most or many of the 
large cities of the country. The 
Nicholson pavement became very 
popular in the East at one time, where 
pine lumber was cheap, but it was 
found not only to be quite expensive, 
but wore fall of holes and had to be re- 
paired at great expense and trouble. 
The sabsoriber lived in a vertern city 
where the gravel, Macadam and Nicho!- 
soa were succesmvely tried, and one be- 
tween the Macadam and gravel seemed 
to be the cheapest and best. The style 
was scmething like the following: 
The road bed was firet graded ready 
for the rock or gravel; then, there was

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Shall We Issue Bonds? 


The question of how to obtain the 
money to make the imperatively de- 
manded improvements in this city is 
pressing for an immediate answer. 

Shall we continue to assess and col- 
lect each year every dollar that is to be 
put into new school buildings that are 
needed in order to house the troops of 
children that come flocking here? Or 
sball there be issued bonds running for 
term of years and so let the property 
owners of the future who will be bene. 


"| fited bear « part of the burdens? 


Last year the School Board fortun- 
ately were enabled to sell the lot upon 
which the new jail is being built, and 
so they obtained some part of the 
money that went into the buildings 
erected this year, which ‘are already 
crowded to the doors. It is understood 
that the Board has expended this year 
for buildings, lots and furniture, about 
$60,000, which has been paid in cash. 
They have increased the number of 
school-rooms from 47 to 63, and they 
will need at least 88 rooms next year, 
being an increase of 23 school-rooms. 
It will cost $50,000 to erect these buiid- 
ings. If the Board can sell the present 
High school site, which ought to be 
done, they can tide over another year; 
bug after that, without relief in the 
shape of permission to issue bonds, they 
must turn children out of doors. 

This brings as face to face with the 
question of how to get the money to 
make improvements that must be made. 
It is little short of suicide to attempt 
t» collect each year the full amount 
needed. The tax if levied would para- 
lyze business and drive capital away. 
The last city campaign was fought and 
won on the issue of low taxes, and 
every pledge must be faithfally kept. 
The only remedy is to issue bonds and 
provide a sinking fund to meet them. 
If the bonds run twenty years, one- 
twentieth of the amount could be levied 
each year and so make it easier for the 
tax-payers in any one year. This plan 
has been adopted in every city that ever 
made any growth worthy of mention 
and would seem to be the cemmon. 
sense method. 

If we can neither stop growing, nor 
raise the money for needed improve- 
ments in spot cash, the only other 
thing to do is to get the authority to is- 
sue bonds to be paid at some future 
time. We are in « Position to know 
that many would-be investors are watch. 
ing the tax rate here with much anxiety. 
The whole question is, can they feel 
safe that their property will neither be 
depreciated by a failure to properly im- 


taxation. We look to the clear headed 
members of the new City Council! and 
the new School Board to devise ways 
and means out of our difficulties.

Many 
of the trees, although yet young, yield 
a hundred pounds of fruit which sells 
teadily at twenty cents per pound. 
There is no question but the soil and 
elimate of this section is well adapted 
to the cultivation of this fra:t, and it 
would not be a bad thing for our farm- 
ers to set out a good many of these 
trees. A variety of fruits is a good thing 
fohave. A plentiful supply of good, 
wholesome fruits is better than medi- 
eine, and will ward off doctors’ bills and 
dangerous epidemics. Good fruit years 
are not good years for doctors.

Last year the School Board fortun- 
ately were enabled to sell the lot upon 
which the new jail is being built, and 
so they obtained some part of the 
money that went into the buildings 
erected this year, which are already 
crowded to the doors. It is understood 
that the Board has expended this year 
for buildings, lots and furniture, about 
$60,000, which has been paid in cash. 
They have increased the number of 
school-rooms from 47 to 63, and they 
will need at least 58 rooms next year, 
being an increase of 23 school-rooms. 
It will cost $50,000 to erect these buiid- 
ings. If the Board can sell the present 
High schoo! site, which onght to be 
done, they can tide over another year; 
but after that, without relief in the 
shape of permission to issae bonds, they 
must turn children out of doors. 

This brings us face to face with the 
question of howto get the money to 
make improvements that must be made. 
It is little short of suicide to attempt 
t» collect each year the full amount 
needed. The tax if levied would para- 
lyze business and drive capital away. 
The last city campaign was fought and 
won on the issue of low taxes, and 
every pledge must be faithfally kept. 
The only remedy is to issue bonds and 
provide a sinking fund te meet them. 
If the bonds run twenty years, one- 
twentieth of the amount could be levied 
each year and so make it easier for the 
tax-payers in any one year. This plan 
has been adopted in every city that ever 
made any growth worthy of mention 
and would seem to be the common 
sense method. 

If we can neither stop growing, nor 
raise the money for needed improve- 
ments in spot cash, the only other 
thing to do is to get the authority to 18 
sue bonds to be paid at some future 
time. We are in a position to know 
that many would- be investors are watch. 
ing the tax rate here with much anxiety. 
The whole question is, can they feel 
safe that their property will neither be 
depreciated by a failure to properly im- 
prove the city, nor confiscated by high 
taxation. We look to the clear headed 
members of the new City Council and 
the new School Board to devise ways 
and means out of our difficulties.

Bread is the best one 
thing aman can eat, but man shall

Eprrons Paxss: Every little while 
we see, in the agricultural papers, re- 
marks upon the value of sheep 
Now, it may be true that 
are beneficial in the Esst, but 
here in California they are a curse to 
the land. More than all other causes 
combined, have they ruined much of 
our pasture grounds, caused deep gul- 
leys to wash im our hills, and made 
the best of the top soil of our hills run 
off into the ocean and be tically 
lost. How is this done ? The: answer

Under the care of a herder, they go 
from their corral ever the hills, tram p- 
ling the soil a+ hard as a road with 
their thousands of hoofs, and eating 
the ground as bare as a floor. Many 
of the seeds of such valuable plants as 
the burr-clover, are thus entirely 
cleaned from the ground in many in- 
stances, and I can show you bundreds 
of hills here, where the pasturage was 
once very fine, that now.grow only 
poor and almost valueless plants. Put 
on the gruund when it is wet, the 
sheep beat the whole range down like 
a road, and the next rain that comes 
runs off over the ag though.it 
were the ondwd a house. Treated 
this way year after year, soil and sceds 
both lose their vitality, by tab rich hamus 
is swept away by the rains, and the 
land has all the evils of a succession 
of dry years. 

This county is now much cut up by 
barrancos, or deep gulleys, washed in 
the soil. Where the water tormerly 
spread over the whole land, it is now 
confined to a narrow channel, which it 
tears deeper and deeper each succes— 
sive season. Between my cabin and 
the town of San Heenaventura there 
are ten of these barrances in the course 
of 12 miles. Every one of these is of 
recent formation, early settlers remen.- 
bering when there was not one. Most 
of these barrances follow the trails 
which lead from the river to the hills, 
and were made by the water washog 
these trai Go in the hills 
and you see the deep, well-defined 
trails fat by the sheep as they wind up 
and down the hills. Walk there dur- 
ing a rain, an‘l you will see that each 
trail has become a water course, bear- 
— away the best of the soll in its 
maddy water, and deepening the chan- 
nel until there is a deep cut in the 
loose soil. Come again, after one 
winter of heavy rains, and there is a
